tive Fordney of Michigan, a call was 
made on the American, Spreckels, Ar- 
buckle and Beet Sugar interests for 
sworn statements of the cost of pro- 
duction of imported and domestic 
sugars, the prices charged for them 
to the consumer and the net profit earn- 
ed by the companies. 
Alleged Control of Newspapers. 

Albert Dakin, of Longmont, Iowa, 
concluded his testimony today. He 
charged that the sugar company con- 
trolled the editorial and news columns 
of thirty-five Colorado newspapers, 

Mr. Lowry told the committee that 
sugar imports produce_.17 per cent of 
the revenue of the government. He 
contended, if a necessity of life be 
compelled to yield this proportion of 
revenue, all sugar should pay its share. 
Sugar from Porto Rico, Hawaii, the 
Philippines, Louisiana and the beet 
sugar factories in the United States 
pays none of the duty. Mr. Lowry said 
his association advocated the removal 
of the duty. 

“Take the duty off raw and refined 
sugars, and we will compete with the 
world, lower the price of sugar and 
absolutely protect the consumers from 
increases in the price of sugar,” Mr. 
Lowry said. 

Representative Fordney suggested 
that the Federal Sugar Company was 
made up of more watered stock than 
any other company. 

Not Asking for Tartiff. 


“But the Federal Sugar Company is 
not asking a tariff to pay the divi- 
dends on its watered stock, as the beet 
sugar interests are asking,” replied the 
witness. 

Replying to Representative Raker, 
Mr Lowry admitted that this company 

sugar refiners would charge 
the consumers “a'l) the traffic will 
bear.”’ 


Mr. Lowry said that, with the price 
of sugar in Rusgia at 9.15 cents, the 
import duty was 8.58 cents. 

“Well, I'll admit that’s a pretty high 
rate,” said Representative Fordney, 
while the democrats laughed. 

Cc. C. Hamlin, chairman-of the execu- 
tive board of the United States beet 
sugar industry, followed Mr. Lowry. 
Becatise of the broadened scope of the 
inquiry, his testimony was postponed 
until the committee meets after the 
holidays.

OFFERED $10,000 
TO HALT CAMPAIGN 


To Force the Harvester Com- 
bine to Pay More 
Taxes. 


Washington, December 9.—That he 
had been offered $10,000 to halt his 
campatIgn aimed at forcing the Inter- 
national Harvester Company to pay 
more taxes was the declaration of 
Maxwell Edgar, a Chicago attorney, 
before the Lorimer investigating com- 
mittee today. He said the offer was 
made by a Chicago lawyer named 
Tone, who claimed to represent Clar- 
ence Darrow and Counsed Bancroft, of 
the company. 

The fight culminated, said Edgar, in 
an increase of taxes on the McCor- 
mick family’s Irntérnati»nal Harvester 
Stock and payment of back taxes. 

There was ‘a dispute over admissi- 
bility of the evidence. Counsel for 
Lorimer declared the tax fight ‘had 
been churged indirectly to Lorimer by 
brincipal owners of the Harvester 
Company, and that it had been made 
the basis of 
mer. It was not determined whether 
to admit Edyar’s statement. 

Statement by Harvester People. 

Chicago, December 9—Edgar A. 
Bancroft, chief counsel for the Inter- 
national Harvester Company, tonight 
gave out an explanation of the rela- 
tions between his company and Max- 
well Edgar, who testified today before 
the Lorimer imvestigating committee 
in Washington. 

“I never made or authorized, direct- 
ly or indirectiy, any offer to Edgar or 
his attorneys in consideration of the 
abandonment. of the tax proceedings 
he refers to. DL. K. Tone was one ot 
Edgar's attorneys in that case, and 
Clarence 8S. Varrow represented me in 
conference with Edgar’s attorneys as 
to the settlement of the question by 
some satisfactory increase in the as- 
sessed vaiue on the International 
Harvester stock. 

“I proposed an increase of between 
eight and nine million dollars in such 
valuations. 

“The assessed valuations were in- 
creased altogether $9,200,000, and the

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The “Olympic” Accident. 

Although the recent accident to the 
Olympic is unlikely to occur again, 
either to itself or other ship of equal 
size, and while the incident Was ex- 
pensive, the demonSBtration affords a 
Valuable test which would never have 
been deliberately undertaken. In the 
first place, the lesson has been learned 
of the necessity of maintaining a safe 
distance between two vessels of such 
unequal size as the Olympic and the 
Hawke; and, second, the strength of 
construction and consequent safety of 
the huge liners. The Hawke, whfch 
struck the Olympic bow on, was a 
naval ram, with a cruel sharp-pointed 
bow like the pilot of a locomotive, ex- 
tendin many feet below the water 
line. This was the instrument which 
really did tre damage and punched a 
hole 30 feet in diameter, below the 
water line. The extent of this blow 
is appreciated when it is known the 
cost of repairing the Olympic will 
amount to approximately 750,000. 
Damage to a big thing usually runs 
into big money, but on the other hand, 
had the Olympic been, say, a 20,000-ton 
boat, and gtruck as she was, she would 
doubtless have been cut in two and 
proved a total loss. While the occur-

The suggestion is constructive in the highest sense if it brings 
together the best business brains of the country upon a non-par- 
tisan basis, and if the new organization is given the hearty co- 
operation of the consular service and of the experts of the depart- 
ment of commerce and labor. 

Our international commerce is increasing each year, and,, each 


year, developing new and intricate problems that can be properly: 


solved only by business men. For instance, a national. chamber 
of commerce would go far toward seeing that we get our due 


share of trade in the Orient, and would ascertain why this coun- | 


try does not make that headway in South America to which our 
proximity entitles us. If, as has been charged, our ill fortune in 
the latter respect is attributable to our failure to comply with the 
customs of the several Latin American countries, a national cham- 
ber of commerce would have sufficient authority and prestige to 
wake American business men to their own folly. 

Parenthetically, it is to be hoped that while the president is 
throwing out suggestions for stabilizing our foreign trade rela- 
tions, he will not forget the south’s cotton crop. As declared re- 
cently by Clarence Ousley, the southern farmer now: produces his 
crop in the broad light of publicity, government-fostered, and sells 
it in the midnight of ignorance—because the government helps 
him little, or not at all, in estimates of probable world consumption. 

It is in the president's power to amend this unfair condition. 
Seeing that cotton is the item that keeps the international cash 
balance on the American side of the ledger, it would appear that 
he should see his way clear to this, among other, innovations.

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|CHARLTON’S INDICTMENT OF PISTOL-TOTING. 


One of the most striking of the recent arraignments of the 
pistol-toter in Georgia comes from Judge Walter G, Charlton, in 
the superior court of Chatham county. Charging the grand jury 
for the December term, he declared that at least thirty per cent 
of crime could be traced to the use of concealed weapons. 

The estimate of Judge Charlton simply harmonizes with the 
census taken a short time ago by The Constitution, It was therein 
disclosed that for only fifty-eight counties in Georgia, and cover- 
ing a period of but eight months, eight hundred indictments had 
grown out of violations of this especial statute. 

“If we stop the practice of pistol-toting,” said Judge Charlton, 
“we shall sensibly check crime.” It is a relatively easy matter to 
minimize the practice of pistol-toting. If all such violations were 


made felonies, and the alternative of a fine stricken and the chain- 
gang sentence imposed in every case, pistol-toting would speedily 
reach the vanishing point. ; 

The state of New York, under the Sullivan law, has adopted

we have not been so progressive. We have let technicality and, 
here and there, apathetic .public sentiment, operate to screen the 
pistol-toter, The result has been that, as set forth in a recent 
issue of Collier's Weekly, Georgia has joined other states that lit- 
erally “encourage crime,” since the criminal is given every reason 
to believe he will enjoy either immunity or a nominal sentence. 

The man who carries a pistol, unless he be an officer of the 
law, is invariably a potential murderer. It takes paratively 
little provocation to make him an actual one. He feeds the death- 
rate, makes widows and orphans, sows broadcast contempt for all 
laws. Our procedure is at present so hampered that it fights on 
his side, rather than on the side of society. Until the condition 
is reversed, the state of Georgia will argue itself helpless to wrestle 
with one of the gravest criminal problems that confront the nation.

Not even cold science can diminish the force of the old French 
saying, “Cherchez la femme’”—look.for the woman! It is given 
new, and from the human interest standpoint, absorbing appli- 
cation in the duel fought recently in Paris over Madam Curie, 
joint discoverer with her late husband of radium, and now pro- 
fessor of physics in the College of France.

An. editorial fusillade—and we can imagine 
it was of characteristic ‘Gallic crispness and polish—raged for 
several days. Finally, matters reached a crisis and the inevitable 
appeal was made to the field of honor. Swords were used. Editor 
Daudet sustained a slight puncture of the arm. Honor was satis- 
fied. Reconciliations followed. What becomes of the merits of 
the cause, whether they are settled or still in the air, is an inter- 
esting detail regarding which we are not enlightened. 

After this, who will have the temerity to say that when ‘a 
woman enters upon a’ career, as the world understands that term, 
she is released from the thrall of romance?

Such a spectacle as is seen twice 
every year in London of Englishmen 
honoring Washington's birthday and 
celebrating Independence day would be 
flatly impossible anywhere else. Do 
you ever hear of Austrians banding to- 
gether to celebrate Kossuth’s memory? 
Are Cavour and Garibaldi honored 
names in Vienna? Is Walewski one of 
the national heroes of Russia? Does 
Madrid commemorate the birth of 
Bolivar? A hundred years hence will 
Aguinaldo and Gomez rank higher in 
Spanish judgment than Canovas and 
Sagasta? Have the French yet moved 
the ashes of Tousgaint l'Ouverture to 
the Pantheon? Is there an agitation in 
St. Petersburg for making a holiday 
of the anniversary of Mukden or en- 
shrining the mikado in a Russian hall 
of fame? Such questions sound absurd, 
And yet just consider what it signifies 
when Englishmen make a feast day of 
July the Fourth and deliver public 
eulogies on Washington. it means in 
the first irstance that they are cele- 
brating the most tragic blunder in 
British history; and in the second, that 
they are honoring the memory of the 
man who brought Great Britain to her 
lowest depth of humiliation and im- 
potence. It has come to be a sort of 
annual penance. Year after year this 
“old and haughty nation” dons the 
white sheet and through the mouths of 
her most illustrious sons expresses 
public contrition for her share in the 
American revolution.

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EXPERT TO TELL 
OF BOLL WEEVIL 


Entomologist Worsham Will 
Soon Name Man for In- 
stitute Work. 


When the Farmers’ Institutes are be- 
gun by the state department of agri- 
culture, under ,the ‘direction of Com- 
missioner of Agriculture T. G. Hudson, 
and State Entomologist Worsham, 
there will be with the party an ento- 
mologist, assistant to Professor Wor- 
sham, who is a boll-weevil specialist; 
one who has made a special study of 
this dread disease and one who has had 
much actual experience in the field 
combating this dread pest. Prof. Wor- 


sham is now casting about for this as- | 
sistant and will probably announce him | 


at the time he does the program for 
the arranged institutes. 

It is proposed that the first of these 
institutes, which are to be held for a 
period of six weeks, throughout the 
state, be begun in southwest Georgia 
where it is feared that the Loll-weevil 
will make its entry into this state. 
These institutes will be conducted with 
a special view to preparing the farm- 
ers for the methods with which to 
fight the jnroads of the boll-weevil, the 
most successful of which have been 
early planting and intensive fertiliza- 
tion, which brings the crop to its fruit- 
ing before it can be attacked by the 
bell-weevil, 

Georgia is turning rapidly to inten- 
sive fertilization. The bulletin, on this 
subject, recently issued shows that the 
use pf commercial fertilizer, through- 
out the state, this year was more than 
ever before in its history. The farm- 
ers are alarmed over the boll weevil, 
not alone for its damage to the lint but 
to the cotton seed, too, which are such 
a valuable part of the cotton crop. The 
increased interest in live stock raising 
has created a demand for cotton seed 
meal, the least expensive and best cat- 
tle feed obtainable, and the high price 
of animal fats and the healthfulness of 
refined cotton seed oil has created a 
widespread market for this absolutely 
pure vegetable oil The announcement 
of the name of the bLoll-weevil entomol- 
ogist will be awaited with interest, 


The Tesla Turbine.

“The splendid success of the 1911 
good roads tour around the state con- 
ducteq under the auspices of The At- 
lanta Constitution was so thoroughly 
demonstrated that it would seem as if 
any further comment were superflu- 
ous.~ But the record of the tour is 
incomplete without mention. of the re- 
gults accomplished and the lessons to 
draw from this tour. 

“The. warm and enthusiastic greet- 
ing given the party at every point on 
the tour is an indication of the extent 
of the interest’ aroused throughout the 
state on the subject of good roads 
Nor dia their enthusiasm end with 
barbecues, dances, receptions and 
cheering. It manifested itself in ac- 
tual road construction and improve- 
ment in almost every county covered 
by the tour. Many gangs of convicts 
were encountered on the roads, and 
there were evidences of great im- 
provement in the condition of scores 
of culverts and bridges. 

“Many of the county officials were 
fnterviewed and advice on construc- 
tion methods was given on numerous 
occasions. These offjcials were all 
foung to be deeply interested in the 
good roads movement and were anx~ 
ious to learn how to improve their 
methods and to learn how to best 
meet their difficulties with their pres- 
ent resources. 

“The tour has been of the greatest 
value to me in acquainting me frst- 
hand with the many varied probiems 
of road and bridge improvement in 
the state. Every county of the state 
has a group of problems that are of a 
general nature and similar te those 
of a large number of counties, yet 
each county has also a group of prob- 
lems of a purely local nature and 
which cannot be solved by any general 
rule. The question of suitable lovai 
materials, their selection, Manner or 
application, mantenance, proper loca- 
tion of road line and many others are 
local questions only to be decided 
properly after careful study of local 
conditions. For example, the materials 
used in Sumter county for sand-ciay 
road construction would be reject«d in 
Clarke county. Yet Doth counties have 
excellent roads, but’ in each the” best 
local material avaiiable is used. 

Lessogs of the Tour. 

“The lessons ef the tour are the 
value and necessity of using sand-Ciay 
construction for road Suriaciug of Our 
country roads all over the state, the 


‘need and improvement of proper ma.n- 


tenance of all roads, even the clay 
roads, the value of the road drag in 
maintenance gf sand-clay as well as 
unimproved clay roads, the need of 
permanent culvert construction in al- 
most every county and the value and 
need for sound engineering advice on 
road improvement work. 

The sand-clay road, costing from 
$400 to $500 per mile, is about the only 
type of fairly durable roads that offers 
a satisfactory return on the invest- 
ment. This is the type of country road 
for which Sumter county has become 
famous. It is within the power of 
most of the counties of the State to 
secure as good or even better sand- 
clay or top soil roadg than Sumtev’s, if 
proper selection of material and proper 
construction is carried out and follow- 
ed by efficient maintenance. It May 
surprise many to know that Sumter 
county’s success real.y lies as much or 
more in the careful maintenance ef the 
road as it does in the proper lucation, 
grading and surfacing empioyed there. 

“In many counties it is the rule to 
work the roads once or twice a year 
and then to do nothing at all on them 
between times. It is especially on 
Clay roads that good maintenance can 
be made to tell effectively. If after 
every rain period a road drag costing 
three or four dollars were drawn 
once over the road up one side and 
back on the other the road would be 
considerably smoother and would drain 
better. The road drag used over the 
roads of a county as described should 
not cost more than two or three dollars, 
a mile per year, for dragging, using 
paid labor. Drawings of road drags 
and advice on thelr use will soon be 
gotten out by the good roads depart- 
ment and supplied free on application 
to the University of Georgia.

To the European, however, it presents 
a combination of pleasures, a series of 
movements, each of which, like the 
notes in a melody, contributes some- 
thitig to the total interest of the sport. 


“Bulldogging” a Steer. 

“Perhaps there is no contest imag- 
inable that is a greater tax on human 
enduranee than that” demanded by 
‘hulldogging’ a steer, and the ‘bulldog- 
ger’ must go it alone. 

“In the steer roping contest,” writes 
Orton E. Goodwin in Sunset Magazine 
for December, describing the fiesta of 
the “round-up” recently held at Pendle- 
ton, Oregon, “the pony is as great a 
factor as the man, for when once the 
lasSo rests over the horns of the range 
animal,. all depends on the rapid way 
in which the masta wheels so that 
the trailing rope will trip the steer.

The protest against the Russian 
treaty, began forty years ago, and 
every secretary of state since Blaine 
has officially protested to the govern- 
ment that the American interpretation 
of the treaty is that every American 
citizen shall be accorded the same 
rights of travel and of ‘doing business 
in Russia which are accorded to Rus- 
sian citizens in the United States. The 
Russian government, on the contrary 
has insisted that passports issued to 
American citizens for travel or doing 
business in Russia, under which there 
is an admitted discrimination between 
Christian and Jewish citizens. In car- 
rying out this policy, the Russian goOv~- 
ernment has gone so far, it is said, as 
to vise the passports of American citi- 
zens at their consulates in New York 
Chicago and elsewhere, with especial 
reference to the religion of the holder 
of the passport.

At certain t mes t e work 
to be done must needs be destructive 
ather than a constructive, for art and 
literature have also. their autumna! 
and vernal seasons, their moments of 
arvest and of sowing. The character 
f the work can not fail ta be influ- 
nced by this fact. .

To Relieve the United States 
Supreme po of Much 
r. 


Washington, December 9.—Skeleton 
opinions have been invented by Chief 
Justice White, to relieve the supreme 
court of the United States of much 
labor. He has named them officially 
“Memcrandum” opinions. 

The new sort of opinion was de- 
signed to meet the heavy demands 
upon the time and energies of the 
justices, due to the increased number 
of cases taken under advisement since 
Chief Justice White: came to the head 
of the court, It will relieve the jus- 
tices from making an’ exhaustive 
statement in regard to all the facts 
and law concerned in each case, and 
yet will give to litigants more rea- 
sons for the court's decision than 
would be contained in the time-hon- 
ored “percuriam” opinions. 

SKeleton or “memorandum” opinions 
Were rendered for the first time Mon- 
day. Their nature was revealed to- 
day when the written opinions 
filled with the clerk of the court. These 
show that the justices take various 
views of what a skeleton opinion may 
be. Justice Lamar announced a “mem- 
orandum” opinion, tn which every- 
thing said was based on cited au- 
thority. Justice Lurton, on the other 
hand, prepared one in which not a 
single authority was cited.

Military tradition makes the army 
mule the embodiment of efficiency. 
Horses, cast in bronze—-bearing herofe 
figures, based on marble and granite— 
adorn the parks and plazas of the 
world, Few have done reverence to 
the humble mute—the animal 
trudged through mud and sand with 
Munitions that made victory possibile. 

Lincoln was one of the few who ac- 
knowledged the true work of the army 
mule.’ Amid the scenes of a mighty 
war, it was a misfortune to the fed- 
eral arms that wrung from the presi- 
dent's great heart recognition that ex- 
alted the army mule above those wear. 
ing eagles and stars, and forever 
compelled veneration from all who 
would render unto the lowly the hon- 
or that belongs to them. It happened 
in this wise: 

A confederate victory had bagged 
with the spoils several! generals and a 
large number of mules. Sorrowing 
friends called to comfort Mr. Lincoln 
on the loss of the distinguished offi- 
cers. The president broke the solemni- 
ty of the occasion by declaring that 
he could make generals by the stroke 
of his pen. How in the world was he 
to recover those mules?

The Duties of a City. 

A city is a place inhabited by a 
large, permanent, organized commun- | 


ity for the purpose of co-operating to | 
make life profitable and enjoyable. 
To this end there must be police and 
fire protection, schools, hospitals and | 
public utilities. Then, above aill, 
there must be every precaution tuken 


providing pure water and pure food, 
and by making an unrelenting war 
on insects and germs that breed and 
destroy human life. 

There are, therefore, three basic 
principles in the keeping of a city 
healthy: Purification, Sanitation and 
Fumigation. I am aware that this 
classification may not be very erudite, 
but if there is any one thing with 
which maskind is ‘ concerned’ that 
should be shorn of all frills and foi- 
bles it is the great and supreme 
question of health. - 

Atlanta employs three officials as 
heads of Its health department: 

Dr. Claude A. Smith, bacteriologist 
and chemist, who is, if I may so term 
him, the city’s purifying expert. 

Chief John Jenftzen, sanitary 
pert. 

Dr. J. P. Kennedy, fumigatory ex- 
pert. 


Duties of the Three. 

Dr. Smith investigates all cases in 
which there is danger of the people 
of the city becoming inoculated with 
poisonous: bacteria through the eating 
of impure food and the drinking of 
impure liquid. 

Chief Jantzen sees that the city is 
kept clean from all decaying organic 
matter which can breed disease 
germs. 

Dr. Kennedy .works to prevent the 
spread of disease by destroying mi- 
crobes that promote contagion.

health. The hand that smooths the 
infant’s aching brow holds to the ba- 
ber’s lips the poisoned cup of milk. 
“What are we going to.do about it? 
Why continue to fight disease with its 
victims arrayed against us, as we have 
done in the past, are doing now, and 
as health officials must continue to 
do so as long as there are cities 
with careless citizens? If we could 
but invade the private homes we 
might do a still greater work, but the 
law compels us to go no further than 
to the threshold of man’s castle. We 
have one little law in Atlanta which 
says housewives must wash milk bot- 
tles before returning them to the dai- 
rymen, but this law cannot be en- 


forced and stands only as a mute ap- 
peal to people to protect their own 
lives. 

“Let me make this one request of 
the people of Atlanta: Whenever 
you may suspect that you are being 
furnished with impure milk, that wa- 
ter is being used from an impure 
well, that there are pools of stagnant 
water in the city, and that garbage 
cans and manure heaps are not cover- 
ed according to the law, make a re- 
port at once to the health depart- 
ment. Then, let me go a step fur- 
ther, and beg the people to keep 
their kitchens clean, and prepare the 
food they eat only in the cleanest of 
vessels. In other words do everything 
possible to avoid taking into your sys- 
tem the health-destroying and death- 
dealing bacteria.” 


Is Health at a Discount? 


“In my little talk to the people,” 
says Chief Jentzen, “in regard to how

We are the doctor arti the 
covered garbage can and manure bin 
the prescription, b ut in order that 
patient shall take the prescription to 
save his life, there must be inspectors 
and appeals to the law. 

“Just take this crematory question, 
for instance. -The health department 
has been fought by the people of At- 
lanta for the past two years, and 
why? Simply because we were try- 
ing to take care of the garbage so 
as to protect the city’s health. The 
disposal of the night soil became a 
hard problem to solve, efd do you 
know that we actually had to try a 
new plan in secret because we were 
afraid of vioient opposition on .the 
part of the people whom we were 
trying to save from disease and, per- 
haps, death?

so little opportunity to train for it. 

Two years in succession the train 
which Georgia gxploited in press and 
speech, far and wide, went through the 
state, not bearing one single message 
of cheer and advice to the farmer’s 
wife, who stood on the edge of the 
crowd, her babe in her arms, hearing 
that in her dominion—the home—the 
very life of the farm depended. 

In the meantime: thé Southern Health 
Conference met in Atlanta, and the 
very distasteful subject of the hook- 
worm was discussed. . 

Nearly every man who spoke stress- 
ed that it was the unsanitary condi- 
tions in and around the home—the 
center of the farm community—which 
was responsible for the prevalence of 
disease. 

The First Effort...

Murders, royberies, embezzlements, 
interspersed with ao appeals 
from unknowns—a 68 ge and in- 
congruous list. 

It is in the letter book that the 
ripples of a state’s and nation’s woes 
are felt in Atlanta; meaningless to 
the cursory reader, but which comes 
from sorrow and grief that is heroic 
in its suffering. Their arrival is 
daily—for sin and pain are universal. 
The letter book grows and will con- 
tinue to grow for all time.

F I were to give but one rule to 
| avold awkwardness I should 

say “Forget yourself.” To think 
much of yourself is to be self-con- 
ecious under all circumstances and 
to be self-conscious is to be awk- 
ward, The most graceful women I 
have ever known were those who 
were least conscious of self. 

The good: old rule of the toilet 
applies to grace. “Make a careful 
toilet, setting forth with skin, teeth, 
hair, feet, every part of the body in 
perfect condition. Then forget all 
about ft,” is the rule. “Train. your 
muscles to obey your will, then for- 
get all about them,” is a good 
rendering of this rule, as applied 
to grace. 

The most graceful women are 
those who, to use another old 
phrase, “do not feel the body.” 
These women are alert, birdlike 
persons, quick of movement and 
seemingly weightless, Yet some 
of them, judged by the mere stand- 
ard of pounds, are persons of con- 
siderable weight in any community- 
But their bodies do not encumber 
them. They are no handicapping 
weight because their owners are 
not conscious of them. They fcr- 
get them. 

First train your body to obey 
you, then trust the servant to its 
training, as you do to a servant 
carefully trained. Concerning this 
training I should give a little time 
each day to the training you be 
lieve to be necessary. If you are 
etill in your teens or in the early 
twenties, this will be easy because 
the muscles are still pliant. 

It ig not necessary to adopt any 
long, involved system of exercises 
nor to take a course at a gym- 
nasium to train yourself to grace.

If you are using a pure powder 
and your skin is still not clear I 
fear you have neglected it.

Dust, ff not removed from the face, 
will lodge in ths pores. giving it 
a brown, unkept appearance and 
causing blackheads.

In addition to handling the affairs 
of state, the governor always finds 
time to look after his farming in- 
terests ang it is one of the greatest 
Pleasures of his life to be about his 
big farm in Cherokee county when the 
harvest is coming in.

“We have a number of fine hogs 
that we are going to kill for Christ- 
mas,” said Governor Brown, “and 
then we have several more that will 
be ready for the market the early part 
of the new year. I thought I would 
take a trip up there and help the 
boys along in the preparation for 
Christmas,” : 

Governor -Brown spent a portion of 
his time Saturday in Atlanta looking 
after some business matters which he 
was forced to neglect while the race 


for ae governor was in progress. When 
he went to his home in Marietta he 
found that the day’s work had only 
begtn. There were 169 letters of con- 
gratulations to read and answer, to 
say ngthing of a half-hundred tele- 
grams that awaited him. . 

“I have so many letters and tele- 
grams that I hardly know how I will 
ever answer them,” saig the new gov- 
ernor. “My friends have overwhelm- 
ed me with congratulations and the 
only regret I feel is that I am not 
able right at this moment to answer 
them all personally.

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OLD SLAVE MART STILL STANDING AT LOUISVILLE. 


L. 
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On the principal business thorough- 
fare of the town of Louisville, in Jef- 
ferson county, Georgia, there stands 
one of the most historic little struc- 
tures in America, the old slave mar- 
ket.. It is one of the very few land- 
marks of this character which time 
has spared. Around it cluster the fad- 
ing memories of an old order of 
things which has long since disap- 
peared from the south, and with the 
ancient harper, in “The Lay of the 
Last Minstrel,’ it seems to sing: 


“Old times are past, old manners gone, 
A stranger fills the Stuarts’ throne.” 


There is no one in Louisville who 
can recall the time when the old slave 
market was built. The presumption 
is, therefore, qu.te strong that it must 
have been erected during the period 
when Louisville was the state capital 
and. when the town promised to be- 
come an important commercial center. 
If such be the actual fact, it is not 
less than 120 years old, for Loulis- 
ville was made the capital in 1795. 
Indeed, the commission.rs to locate 
the town were appointed at the close 
of the revolution and the first steps 
looking toward the .erection of gov- 
ernment buildings at Louisville were 
taken in 1786. The center of pcp- 
ulation at this time was Galphinton, 
only nine miles distant; the planters 
in the neighborhood were large slave 
owners, some of them. old scldiers, 
who were given extensive tracts of 
land for services in the war with Eng- 
land, and the erection of the slave 
market can be readily assigned to this 
remote period without the least vio- 
lence to historic truth. 

The wooden character of the build- 
ing does not weaken the strength of 
this hypothesis. It was constructed 


of the best quality of post oak; and 
even to this day it is difficult to drive 
a’nail into the tough fibres of which 
the wood is composed. The little 
structure stands in the middle of the 
street, where about it on every side 
pulses the life current of the old town. 

On market days, when the crowds 
gather from the surrounding planta- 
tions of Jefferson to shop in the vil- 
lage stores, when the circus ccmes to 
town’ or when the campaign orator im- 
proves the opportunity of court week 
to stir the echoes of the stump, it 
seems to wear something of the old 
time look and to be dreamily reminis- 
cent of an interest which it once at- 
tracted. 

For years after the late war, and 
indeed until times quite recent, it was 
customary for the officers of the court 
to conduct legal sales at the old slave 
market. It was probably an inherit- 
ance from the days when slave prop- 
erty was here put upon the bicck and 
sold under the hammer. But there 
was no warrant in law for the some- 
what singular departure of conducting 
legal sales at this place, when the old 
regime of slavery was at an end. Con- 
sequently, when an issue was raised in 
regard to it, the custom was discon- 
tinued. 

While the old slave market at Lou- 
isville serves no practical purpose, ex- 
cept to house some of the parapherna- 
lia of the local fire department, it Is 
an interesting memorial, whch the 
citizens of Louisville will, doubtless 
take a pride in preserving, since there 
are few relics of the sort left, and 
it may be indeed the only remnant 
of this kind which still remains—an 
authenticated fragment of the old 
south.

After shooting a shell 18,000 feet 
into the air and closer to the skies 
than an aerop’ane has ever flown, the 
experiments with the new one-pounds1r 
naval rifle, destined to destroy the 
airships of an enemy, were rccently 
concluded at the Indian Head naval 
proving grounds near Washington. It 
was announced that the new weapon 
and its carriage had proven eminently 
satisfactory. 

Fifty rounds were fired in the tests. 
The maximum range of 18,000 feet was 
reached when the gun was elevated at 
an angle of 85 degrees.

The present Reichstag, twelfth since 
the uhion of Germany, expires in Feb- 
ruary, five years after its election in 
1907. It will be dissolved a: few weeks 
before. The new Reichstag will be 
elected, like all others, on equal, free, 
wniversal and secret suffrage. Every 
male over 25 has a right to vote. All 
votes are of equal value. In theory 
at least there is complete freedom of 
choice of candidates. The elector de- 
livers at the polling booth, which is 
presided over. by honorary officials, 
his ticket, which must be on white 
paper. The ticket is delivered sealed, 
or in an envelope, and is thereupon de- 
posited in a voting urn. 

To Be Successful. 

© be successful a candidate must 
Pp more than half the tota) votes 
cast. This does not always happen, as 
there are usually three or more canéi- 
dates. Failing such an absolute ma- 
jority, a “Stichwahl,” or second elec- 
tion, is held a fortnigh; later between 
the two candidates with the most votes. 
The other excluded candidates usually 
transfer their votes to the party near- 
est to them. Thus a typical German 
election would be: 

First election: , 

Meyer (center party), 3,575 votes. 

Soahmidt (national-liberal), 3,210 
votes. 

Hencke!] (Freisinn), 1,774 votes. 

In the “Stichwahl’ Henckel would 
be excluded and would probably give 
hig votes to the national-liberal can- 
didate, so that the election (presuming 
that the same number exactly voted), 
would probably be:

A German election thus is seldom 
decided according to the preponderance 
of one of the five great Reichstag par- 
ties.

Siderably weaker party. 

The five great parties in the Reich- 
Stag are the conservative, the center 
(clerical and Catholic), the nmational- 
liberal, the Freisinn (radical), and the 
social-democrats. The election now 
being fough; is, put roughly, between 
the first two in combination, and the 
last three, more or less in agreement. 
The conservatives-clerical party is the 
famous “blue-black block,” on which 
Chancellor von Bethmann-Hollweg re- 
‘Hes for a reichstag majority. The 
three opposition parties do not form 
a coalition, although attempts have 
been made to induce them to The 
famous publicist, Friedrioh Naumann, 
invented the phrase, From Basser- 
mann to Bebel,”’ meaning that the na- 
tional-biberals, with Bassermann as 
chief, should (via the intermediate 
Freisinn) join the _ socialists under 
August Bebel.

The center went into opposition, while 
the conservatives remained govern- 
mental. To replace the center and 
give him the necessary majority, Bue. 
low formed a conservative-liberal al- 
liance, knewn as “the Buelow block.” 
This coalition lasted until midsummer, 
1909. It was born weak, because there 
are essential differences between con- 
servatives and liberals, representing 
as they do respectively the country 
and the towns. The new block col- 
lapsed in 1909 because Buelow insisted 
on death duties, while the conserva- 
tives rejected’ them. The conserva- 
tives won, the death duties were aban- 
doned, ‘Buelow feil-and the angry 
notional-liberais went into op- 
position. As the conservatives alone 
were. too weak, the new chancellor, 
Bethmann-Hollweg, had to seek a ma- 
jority, and he got one by taking the 
center back as his allies. Hence 
the conservative-center “blue-black 
block" was revived as @ government 
coalition, while liberals, ‘freisinn and 
socialists have since been: the opposi- 


The voting at the last general elec- 
tion gives a correct idea of the real 
strength of the parties in the empire:

The reichstag membership does not 
correspond to this voting, the social- 
ists. with more votes than the con- 
servatives, having less than half the 
number of members. That fact is due 
to the unequal] distribution of elec- 
toral districts. The seats are appor- 
tioned as in 1871, but since 1871 the 
population has grown enormously and 
unequally. It has grown most in the | 
towns and the industrial west, where 
the socialists are strong, and least in 
the country, particularly in the agri- 
cultural east (the kingdom of East- 
Elbia), where the feudal conservatives 
are lords and masters. But the west 
has got no increased number of reich- 
stag members. If the socialist mem- 
bership was increased in proportion to 
socialist voters, then the party in 1907 
would have won about 170 reichstag 
seats, whereas it won only 43. 

The differences in the size of German 
constituencies 1g: amazing. The district 
Teltow-Besskow-Charlottenburg, with 
248,160 voters, and the district Schaum- 
burg-Lippe, with 9,891, have each one 
representative. Berlin, with 493,457 
voters, has six Reichstag representa- 
tives, whereas the province of East 
Prussia, with 402,945 voters, hag no 
less than seventeen. The main fact 
about every German election is that 
the conservatives are enormously fav-j; 
ored by the present distribution of 
seats; and that the leading part which 
they play in the Reichstag (the speaker 
is a conservative) is not justified by the 
number of their followers. 

Measures, Not Mer, 

The election is one of measures, not 
of men. There is a singular absence of 
dramatic interest. Leadership plays no 
influential part. There are too many

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parties for their ‘chiefs to occupy com- 
manding positions, and ministers con- 
sider it beneath their Olympian dignity 
to descend into the fray. In 1907, how- 
ever, this rule was broken. The mag- 
netic Colonial Secretary Dernburg, not 
being a bureaucrat, but an outsider, 
did descend into the fray, and, amid 
the superior sneers of his own bureau- 
crat colleagues, stumped Germany, 
raised enthusiasm for the colonial 
cause, and inflicted on the socialists a 
defeat which cost them half their seats. 

In this election there is no Dern- 
burg, and the party leaders are men of 
no moccanding character. First comes 
the conservative chief, Von Heyde- 
Lrand, much advertiseq as “the un- 
crowned King of Prussia.’’ He deserves 
the title by virtue of the immense 
power of the conservative aristocracy, 
and not through any talents of his 
own. The most marked figure of the 
center is Dr. Peter Spahn, a learned 
jurist, author of several works on Ger- 
man rulers, popes and artists. He is a 
serious man, with a typical ‘center’ 
mind and no personal following. The 
national-liberal leader, Ernst Basser- 
mann, is a good speaker who combines 
mild liberalism with mild Chauvinism, 
and has no personal following. The 
Freisinn leader, Dr. Wiemer, is a paper 
manufacturer and journalist. He has 
no personal following. The greatest 
man in his party is unquestionably Dr. 
Paschke. 

The chief of the socialists, August 
Bebel, is the best known politician in 
Germany or outside. He has been many 
months in jail and many years in the 
Reichstag, and it is believed that he 
prefers the first. The fact is that 
Reichstag party life is entirely over- 
shadowed by the bureaucratic minis- 
ters, who are not Reichstag members, 
The Reichtag cannot appoint or dis- 
miss ministers, and ministers are not 
chosen by the kaiser out of its midst. 
Its members are, therefore, in the posi- 
tion of irresponsible critics of a gov- 
ernment, which they can influence but 
have no part in. 


Issues Are Tremendous. 

But smail as are the men, the is- 
sues are tremendous. Firstly, there is 
popular discontent with the alleged 
reactionary “Blue-Black Block”: sec- 
ondly, discontent with the Empire's 
protectionist system, and thirdly, but 
to a small extent, discontent with the 
government's foreign policy. The 
complaint on which, all three opposi- 
tion parties are united, is that Beth- 
mann-Hollweg and the “Blue-Black 
Block” are responsible for the finan- 
clal reform of 1909, which put unduly 
heavy burdens on industry and com- 
merce, while sparing land and invest- 
ed capital. Another complaint is that 
Bethmann-Holiweg has re-established 
the yoke” of the Catholie center of 
the Lutheran Majority. A third is 
that the promise to broaden the re- 
actionary Prussian franchise has not 
been fulfilled, A fourth is that the 
conservatives continue to monopolize 
all patronage and power. 

Finally, comes the protectionist is- 
sue, A fierce agitation has been for 
six months raging on the subject of 
the high price of food. The govern- 
ment, under conservative-agrarian 
mastery, refuses to reduce the import 
duties. Nearly all German munici- 
palities have in vain demanded that 


‘it shall do go. 


Bethmann-Holweg in October made 
a Reichstag speech in which he de- 
Clared that the ge0vernment would 
Stand or fall with the battle-cry “Pro- 
tection for the Nation's Work.” “Pro- 
tectton for the Nation’s Workers,” is 
the battle-cry of the anti-protection- 
ists. Here the national-liberal party 
differs from the two other Opposition 
groups. They want reduced duties or 
complete free trade, whereas it is a 
protectionist party. The farthest if 
will go is to oppose any raising of the 
present duties on grain and meat in 
case the Agrarian conservatives make 
such a demand. 

The discontent with the zovernment 
for its failure in Morocco will not play 
a very direct role in the elections 
The outcry against England will have 
more effect. This is mainly in the 
mouths of the natlonal-liberals. The 
Cause !s a tactical one. The liberals. 
a “patriotic” party, dread their new 
association- with the anti-national”’ 
socialists, and want to Clear them-

Relative Merit. 

Under this heading I propose, to say 
a few words as to what general cred- 
it each team can claim for its season's 
work, quite apart from the question 
of its material and what natural cir- 
cumstances favored it in its develop- 
ment. 

We have already given the playing 
palm to Vanderbilt, and the only thing 
that needs be said in the present con- 
nection is that, having quite the best 
material of any southern team, it was 
eminently fit and proper that she 
should turn out the best team in the 
south. To some this would mean that 
Vanderbilt is deserving of no especial 
credit for having so excellent a team, 
but for my part I must register a con- 
trary opinion. 

It does not follow that because a 
college has good material that it al- 
ways knows how best to handle it and 
what to do with it. Each college must 
be held accountable for its use of the 
talents that are given it; and ho more 
could be asked of the Commodores than 
that they should have made the very 
best of their abilities, as they have 
done. And os, I say, Vanderbilt de- 
serves her success from all points of 
view. 

Fairly 
in the matter of material, come G or-! 
gia, Auburn and Mississippi. I don't 


know but the last named had rather 
better material than either of the oth- 
érs; but we have to bear in mind that 
Mississippi had difficulty in arranging 
such a schedule of games as would 
permit of the best and surest deveiop- 
ment of her team’s capabiitics. She 
had a strong team, but a seascen which, 
I fear, must have been a slight dis- 
appointment to her; though Coach 
Stauffer ig one of the very best coach- 
es to be found anywhere.

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FEDERAL TROOPS 


Merida, Yucatan, Mex., December 9.— 
Of a force of about 160 state guards, 
mostly Yaqui Indians, who engaged @ 
band of Reyistas, estimated to number 
between 400 and 600, near Merida to- 
day, less than a dozen escaped, accord- 
ing to meager information brought te 
this city by fugitives late this after- 
fvun. The government troops were 
routed completely. The fight occurred 
on the haciendas of Sacnicte and Mis- 
nelbalan. A fresh force has taken the 
field to dislodge the rebels. 

The stories told by survivors of the 
battle confirmed by the owners of the 
haciendas indicates that the insurgents 
are far better equipped than generally 
supposed. They were well mounted, 
carried modern arms, used dynamite, 
and were assisted by the operation of 
field telephones, it Is declared.

Upwards of 4,000 Entries to 
Be Displayed, 


Fowls Are Entered by 300 In- 
dividuals and Farms—Prof. 
J. H. Pierce, Representing 
Federal Department of Ani- 
mal Industry, Here. 


The largest poultry show the south 
as ever seen opens in the Auditorium- 
‘Armory tomorrow afternoon at 1 


o'clock. 

There will be on display upwards of 
4,000 birds entered by more than 300 
individuals and farms, among them 
many of the most prominent not only in 
the south, but in the entire United 


States. 

Already scores and scores of birds 
have reached the city, many others will 
come in today and still others wil! 
come in early this morning. Too, the 
vangpard of those who are to enter 
exhibits In the show has already reach- 
ed the city accompanied by fancier and 
editorssof poultry and jndustrial mag- 
azines by the score. 

Prof. Pierce Is Here, 

Professor J. H. Pterce, representing 
the federal department of animal in- 
dustry, came in early Saturday morn- 
ing bringing with him everything nec- 
essary for the lectures and demonstra- 
tions which he will make during the 
gshow. 

Beginning Tuesday morning. Prof. 
Pierce will deliver between ,three and 
five talks daily on the commercial side 
of the poultry business. He will not 
only tell of packing, dressing, ship- 
ping and the like In connection with 
the poultry and poultry produce busi- 
ness but will also give demonstrations 
with each lecture. 

These talks are looked upon by the 
promoters of the show as one of the 
G@istinct features of the entire week's 
program. Geofgia will be raising poul- 
try for shipment to other sections 
of the country in a short time, they 
belfeve, and when this comes to be a 
fect breeders and poultrymen general- 
ly shoula know everything there is to 
be learned as to the best methods of 
preparing and shipping dressed chick- 
ens and emegs. It witll be with this 
phase of the poultry business that Prof. 
Pierce will concern himself during 
the show. 

Arena a Busy Scene. 

The arena of the auditorium where 
the larger portions of the fowls will 
Le displayed during the show presented 
a buaev scene Saturday. Not a little of 
the corn shown in the Southern Corn 
Show was still in evidence and those 
engawed in moving this were rushing 
the work with all possible dispatch at 
one end of the big arena’ while at the 
other hundreds of coops were being 
set up on tha long tables from which 
the corn had been removed. 

Tate in the afternoon the chickens 
began to arrive and as fast as coonsg to 
accommodate them could be placed, 
they were housed for the next week. 
Fuperintendent Jennings, from Knrox- 
sille. who has housed practically all of 
the tmportant shows held itn the south 
for the past several vears was on hand 
ta superintend the cooping of the fowls. 
Tie belleves that he can so arrange the 
coops as t® accommodate even the full 
4900 birds without betne forced to 
“double-deck” any of the coops, some- 
thing very much to be desired. 

Wtll Coop the Birds. 

A. G. Henning. western manager for 
Spratt's Patented Limited, who willl be 
'n charge of feeding the fowls during 
the show, has been tn Atlanta for sev- 
eral days and ts ready to begin work as 
fast as the birds are installed. Mr. 
HMennine will also look after the ac- 
tual work of cooping the birds and It 
is his corps of assistants which !s i{n- 
stalling the coops by the thousands. 

That the detail work connected with 
ea show as large as the one atout to 
open here can readily be fudged when 
it is known that each tndividual bird 
must have an identification tag on his 
leg. thus insuring against any possible 
rristake. Too, the fact that several] 
of the birds which are to be shown here 
Gre valued at close on to $1,000. while 
numbers of others are worth from $160 
to $500 each, shows that considerable 
fare must be taken tn their handling. 

The men who willl act as judges in 
the show, all of them among the bes} 
known fanciers in the United States 
will begin to reach the city this morn- 
ing. Tirey will all be In by tomorrow 
at noon. None of them have entries 
in the show.

Have Probably  Succumbed 
to Poisonous Gases, 


ORDER HAS BEEN PLACED 
FOR CARLOAD OF COFFINS 


Women and. Children Are 
Wailing in Every Home in 
the Little Mining Town. 
Rescuers Are Working Un- 
der Great Difficulties—Con- 
flicting Rumors About Con- 
dition of Mine. 


FOR CARLOAD OF COFFINS 
ORDER HAS BEEN PLACED 


Knoxville, Tenn., December 2?.— 
The Knoxville Iron Company has 
placed an order for a carload of 
coffins with a local firm of under- 
takers, and they will be shipped 
early Sunday morning to Brice- 
ville. 


Briceville, Tenn., December 9.—Two 
hundred and seven men, living or 
dead, is the probable number of men 
entombed here tonight, as they haye 
been all day, in the Great Cross moun- 
tain coal mine, of the Knoxville Iron 
Company, according to the count made 
this afternoon by an official of the 
United Mine Workers of America. They 
had entered to begin the day’s work 
when a terrific explosion wrecked the 
workings. 

Three only ahve come out alive. 
They had entered a lateral off the main 
shaft and succeeded in getting into 
the open before the flames and smoke 
caught them. The body of Lee Pol- 
ston, operator of the mine’s' fan plant. 
was found buried and mangled under 
the cave-in in the main shaft. 

Rescuers Making No Headway. 

Rescue workers are making scarcely 
any headway. The government's res- 
cue car and force is on hand, 
many rescuers and engineers from all 
over the district. 

The shaft extends more than two 
miles into the bowels of the moun- 
tains. According to President T. L. 
Stephenson, of the Iron Company, the 
men, if they had reached their posts, 
were in lateral shafts when the ex- 
plosion, which blocked the matin shafts, 
occurred. This encourages those on 
the surface to hope that many may be 
living. 

Late this afternoon there was little 
prospect of an early rescue. Workers 
have encountered dense and compact 
deposits of slate, earth, rock and coal 
in the main shaft of the mine, and 
also In an abandoned entry which has 
been used for an air shaft. About 
the mouth of a vertical ventilator, 
leading to the top of the mountain, 
fires have been built to create circula- 
tion of air within the mine, if possi- 
ble, 


as are 


Mile of Debris. 

Rescuers are engaged in digging the 
debris from the shafts and this must 
be removed about one mile to the 
mouth of the mine, 

It is not yet possible to determine 
whether this blockading of the entry 
is shallow, or whether it extends hun- 
drers of feet or a mile or more. Wood 
posts and trusses in the shaft have 
been blow outward, and this, miners 
state, is indicative of a serious explo- 
sion beyond, Brattices are now being 
constructed by means of which air is 
being forced into the channel as fast 
as it is possible to remove the debris, 

There are theories as to the cause 
of the explosion. One ts that in some 
manner powder or dust exploded; the 
second is that ‘an electric wire camé¢ 
in contact with explosives, and the 
third is that the explosion was caused 
by poor tamping of a drill. 

Mine Recently Inspected. 

The mine was thoroughly inspected 
Friday of last week by J. F. Hatmaker, 
who has been inspector of the mine for 
eight years. He remained in the mine 
nearly all of Friday night. He said 
there was no trace of gases when hoe 
emerged. 

The mine was also recently inspect- 
ed by an inspector under George Sil- 
vester, state mine inspector, and a 
representative of a casualty company, 
which carries” insurance on the em- 
ployees of the company, also is said 
to have reported that it was in excel- 
lent condition.

Meets to Fix Salaries. 


The salary committee meets once a 


year to fix salaries for the succeed- 
ing year. 


It always meets just a few" 


days prior to the mé@eting of the gen- | 


eral council on the third Monday in 
December, the last meting of the year. 
Its recommendations are made to the 
last meeting, as the law requires that 
the salaries of city employees must 
be fixed the year previous to the time 
when they become operative, 

It is said that the salary committee 
will recommend the abolishing of the 
job of the chairman of the bond com- 
mission—or at least urge that he be 
not paid a salary in future—on the 
ground that all of the work contem- 
plated in the bond issue is well under 
Way ang a large part of it is com- 
plete. The recommendation of the sal- 
ary committee that the office, or at 
least the salary of the office, be dis- 
continued will not, it is said, be any 
reflection upon the manner in which 
Mr. Quillian has filled the place. 

Under an ordinance adopted just 
prior to the beginning of the present 
year the position of chairman of the 
bond commission carried with it a sal- 
ary of $2,000 a@ year, or $166.66 a 
month. Should the council abolish the 
salary the bond issue work, it is said, 
will be completed without galary to 
Sny official connected with the bond 
commission. 

Say Auditor Is Unnecessary. 

The salary committee will, it is said, 
recommend that the office of city audi- 
tor be abolished on the ground that 
there is no real necessity for such an 
office, as the comptroller’s office real- 
ly makes a very comprehensive audit 
of the various departments. The 
committee in its recommendations 
relative to the city auditor will, it is 
said, suggest that such audits as are 
necessary be made by one of the local 
auditing firms, at stated intervals. 
This arrangement, it is argued, would 
be more satisfactory to the city and 
result in greater economy. The salary 
of the city auditor is $2,400 a year, 
or $200 a month. Mr. Hurst, the in- 
cumbent, is serving the first year of a 
two-year term. 

The general council can, it is ar- 
gued, abolish the office and by so do- 
ing summarily terminate the auditor's 
term of office. The only reason ad 
vanceg for the abolishment of Mr. 
Hurst’s job is that such a course 
would be in the interest of greater 
economy.

NO HOPE FOR ENTOMBED MINERS.

Knoxville, Tenn., December 
Briceville, the little mining 
where today’s disaster occurred, 


has dawned upon wormen and children 
that there is scarcely the slightest ray 
of hope that a single miner lives in 
ill-fated Cross Mountain mine. In 
scores of homes the pitiful wails of 
women and children are heard by the 
passer-by, while at the mouth of the 
mine fully fifty women, some with 
babes at their breasts, and others with 
still 
battle bravely to keep up spirits and 
hope against hope, 

Little hope is entertained that the 
entombed men can ba reached before 
Sunday morning and few there are who 
entertain the slightest hopes that there 
is a living man among the number. 
The bodies of the two miners recov- 
ered, Lee Polston and Pearlie Rolen, 
show that the force of the explosion 
must have been terrific. Polston, 
whose body was found this afternoon 
near the ventilating fan of the air 
shaft, was mangled almost beyond rec- 
ognition, even his shoes and clothing 
having been blown off.

reservation commission the purchase of 
several thousand acres of land in 
western North Carolina, stated that, at 
the meeting of the commission. to be 
held in January, he would recommend 
the purchase of an additional $500,000 
worth of mountain lands in this sec- 
tion.

“GIRL OF GOLDEN WEST” 
SCORES GREAT SUCCESS

The audience at the Savage produc- 
tion of Puccini’s “Girl of the Golden 
West.” at the Grand last night, and 
expected a compensating evening, be- 
cause the Savage responsibility al- 
ways insures that. But warned of the 
character of the music, they had not 
counted on the @émphatic beauty, the 
, constant interest which marked the oc- 
casion, and so their enjoyment was all 
the more pronounced. 

Puccini has probably had experience 
with many kinds of audiences, because 
he introduces this opera with a dec- 
lamatory phrase expressed by the 
strength of the orchestra, which makes 
everybody stop talking at once, in- 
stead of chatting amiably until the 
curtain goes up regardless of what the 
orchestra has to say. And last night’ 
when the curtain did go up, there was 
such constant action and variety of 
interest on the stage, that it took a 
Polacco, who was the conductor, to hold 
for his excellent orchestra the atten- 
tion it deserved. 

And yet music of the orchestra is 
;most distinctly and always a part of 
the action of the play. It is not often 
suave and gracious, but neither is the 

story, except when it is sarcastically 
so. The chorus, too, has no music that 

“sings itself.” Every member at times 
thas his own part, but the aggregation

The Chinese Will Have Proper 
Pass and Be Sent to 
Seattle and ’Frisco—If They 
Are Barred, Action Will Give 
Russia a Perfect Answer. 


By George Frazer. 

St. Petersburg, December 9.—(Spe- 
cial Cable.)—Russia has taken steps tc 
test the United States_on the passpor: 
question in a peculiar manner. There 
is high authority for the statement thar 
‘instructions have been sent to the au- 
thorities in Vladivostok by Premier: 


»| Kohovtzff to select a number of Chinese 


who gre bona fide Russian subjects. 
furnish them with properly preparea 
passports and send them to San Fran. 
cisco and Seattle. 

If Admission Is Refused. 

It may be that some of these men are 
already on their way to America. The 
idea is that if these Chinese are re- 
fused admission to the United States 
as it is expected they will be it will 
give Russia a perfect answer to any 
representations which may be made 
by the United States concerning the 
refusal of Russja to recognize pass- 
ports given to American Hebrews by 
the Washington government. 

The majority of the Russian officials 
as a matter of fact don’t take the 
agitation in the United States over the 
passport question very seriously. 

A former attache of the Russian em- 
bassy at Washington sajd to me today. 
“We recognize that a presidential élec- 
tion is approaching in America ana 
that the Jews are a powerful factor in 
American politics. The exigencies of 
American politics are thoroughly un- 
derstood in government circles here. 
But Russia’s position in this matter 
cannot reasonably give offense to the 
United States. The restrictions as tu 
passports is an old and well-settled 
policy which applies to other countries, 
equally as to the United States, Russia 
reserves the right to say who she wil: 
entertain within her borders. The 
United States does the same, so dogs 
every other country. There will be no 
serious conflict between the two coun- 
tries over the matter.” 

Clash With Russia Expected. 

Washington, December 9,—(Special.) 
Following upon the assurances given 
to Senators Lodge and Crane to a dele- 
gation from Boston and Salem that the 
treaty of 1832 will be abrogated if the 
negotiations with Russia over passports 
come to nothing, it became known to- 
day that the general understanding t 
this effect exists among republican 
leaders in the senate. Inquiry among 
some of the foremost of “regulars” in 
the upper house makes this clegr, that 
the house democratic leaders will not 
refuse to pass such a measure is well 
understood, 

In spite of the assurances given by 
President Taft in hig message that ne- 
gotiations are progressing favorably, 
much doubt as to this fs entertainea 
The feeling is pro- 
nounced that a serious clash with Rus- 
sia on this issue is probably just ahead. 

The abrogation of the treaty of 1832 
would not necessarily result in the 
severing of diplomatic relations, but 
it might lead to that, and it would 
seriously interfere with commercial re- 
lations. It might even lead the twv 
countries to the brink of war. While 
this phase is not being openly @is- 
cussed, men who have given it thought 
realize there are possibilities of grave 
trouble in the passport situation. It 
is the understanding here that the Rus- 
sian duma is adverse to making any 
concessions with respect to recogniz- 
ing the passports of Hebrews, whether 
from this country or any other. 

Rearing on Arbitration Treaties. 

That the passport difficulty will have 
an important bearing on the arbitration 
treaties is not unlikely. It is pointed 
out that the situation shows the weak- 
ness of arbitration. It is possible, of 
course, that Russia will setlile the pass- 
port question diplomatically. But if 
she does not it is highly improbable 
that she would consent to arbitration. 

In other words, it is the question 
of what persons shall be admitted to 
Russia her government will consider,
